N the larger plans for decoration we 

| are so apt to overlook the possi- 

bilities of those lesser home-fur- 
nishings which travel under the family 
mame of “accessories.” And yet, in the 
scheme as a whole, it is these very 
objects which give the room its person- 
ality and oftentimes its charm. 

Rugs and draperies may be quite 
correct in coloring and pattern; chairs 
and sofas, bookshelves and tables well 
designed and of good proportions for 
the room. But just how friendly or 
how interesting would the room be 
without its pictures, its well-chosen 
lamps and groups of intimate objects 
that tell us something of the tastes 
of host and hostess? Only when we 
ask this question of ourselves do we 
begin to realize the tremendous im- 
portance of accessories. 

Those who know me well—and who 
may chance to read this remark—will 
eay with a smile, “She is riding her 
hobby again.” But I make no apolo- 
gies for it, To me the thoughtful 
choice and arrangement of objects of 
art, pottéry, pictures, seems quite as 
necessary to successful decoration as 
does the wise selection of foundation 
furniture for the room. 

I have chosen for illustration a still 
life .group. of particular charm, and 
ask you to think of. it against a wall 
washed.in hyacinth blue. The cover 
used upon the table is of silver fab- 
rikoid embroidered in gay wools in a 
design of little tulips and primroses in 
yellow, mauve and pink’shades. The 
big plaque is patterned in swirls of 
white and clear canary yellow, the cac- 
tus bowls are also of a rich canary 
shade and the vases at either side are 
of black glass with a modern motif 
painted. in white. They are rather 
important pieces from the Wiener 
Verkstaette, famous forerunners of the 
entire modern movement and re- 
nowned for their creations in silk, cer- 
amics and glass. 

The lItttle lady “Cynthia” usec for 
the centrepiece is a charming study in 
hyacinth blue running to mauve, with 
flowers in variegated colors sprinkled 
around her dress.

Such .a' setting would be suitable in 
many places and in many rcoms. 
Against a dark, dull wall it would make 
an interesting spot for the console or 
side table treatment; or it could be 
used between .twa. windows with a 
clever modern painting on the wall 
above. . The picture.. however, should 
not be a dominant subject that would 
detract too much from the group. 

Another interesting .reatment was 
planned. for: an old Chinese console 
table paintcd white with a black glass 
top, cn which we used a low iridescent 
giass bowl filled with clear water con- 
talning beautiful bits of pink shell and 
bright red coral, all shimmering in the 
water, against .the black. giass..
